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Meeting’  of  the  Improvement 
Association. 

The  improvement  Association  met 
last  week  for  the  purpose  of  electing 
(juicers,  ami  the  trausactoiu  of  other 
fuiHinchM.  When  the  time  arrive*!  for 
call  mg  the  meeting  to  order,  there 
were  ho  few  present  that  one  member 
mildly  inquired,  whether  it  would  not 
be  well  for  tlie  Society  to  commit  sui¬ 
cide,  stipulating  for  an  honorable 
burial  rather  than  drag  out  a  forlorn 
and  miserable  existence.  But  pres¬ 
ently  the  number  was  increase*  1  and 
it  was  magnanimously  determined  to 
continue  to  exist  for  the  benefit  of  man¬ 
kind,  hoping  for  a  better  appreciation 
in  the  near. future. 

The  officers  of  last  year  were  unani¬ 
mously  re-elected  for  the  ensuing  year. 
The  secretary,  wishing  to  las  relieved 
from  the  burden  of  official  care,  ap¬ 
pealed  to  the  constitution,  for  the  pm-- 
j>ose  of  showing  that  the  electiup  was 
irregular.  Most  of  the  members  were 
not  aware  that  there  was  such  a  thing 
as  a  constitution,  and  none  of  them 
were  aware  of  its  provisions.  The  net 
result  of  a  hasty  study  of  .  the  consti¬ 
tution,  was  the  discovery  that  there 
was  not  a  quorum  present,  that  no 
election  could  be  held  and  that  there 
fore  the  old  officers  held  over. 

It  not  being  possible  under  the 
newly  discovered  constitution  to  trails 
act  any  “  business  ”  the  Society  pro¬ 
ceeded  to  “  discuss,”  which  occupation 
the  thoughtful  framers  had  permitted 
to  wemliers  when  enough  were  not 
present  to  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  “  business.” 

The  chief  matter  discussed  was  the 
establishment  of  }x*riuanent  grades 
and  the  making  of  a  Township  map. 
Mr.  Walter  Freeman,  Mr.  Bancroft, 
and  Rev.  Mr.  Ballon  tine  were  appoint- 
eda  committee  to  investigate  ami  report 
upon  the  necessary  exjteiise  of  prepar¬ 
ing  the  surveys,  and  Dr.  Richards  was 
appointed  a  committee  to  report  ujxm 
the  laws  affecting  the  subjects  The 
President,  Mr.  Harvey  Dodd,  was  au¬ 
thorized  to  call  a  meeting  when  the 
committees  were  ready  to  report.  The 
Association  is  accused  of  talking  much 
and  doing  little,  and  perhaps  there  is 
some  truth  in  it.  Sfill  it  would  seem 
as  though  this  were  a  two  edged  criti¬ 
cism,  for  if  the  critics  would  do  less 
stamling  around  and  talking,  and 
come  in  and  do  something,  the  cause 
of  the  criticism  might  disappear.  The 
orgahization  is  a  valuable  one.  It 
rests  with  the  people  to  furnish  the 
the  blood.  This  matter  of  grades  is 
an  important  one.  The  Improvement 
Association  offers  just  the  machinery 
needed  to  put  it  through.  Shall  we 
not  put  the  machinery  in  motion  ? 

Tlie  superinteiMent  of  the  Gas 
Company  appeared  l>efore  the  Town 
ship  Committee  at  the  last  meetinj 
for  the  purpose  of  bearing*  an  olive 
branch  from  the  Company.  He  insist¬ 
ed  that  the  Con  q  winy  which  he  rep  re 
seated  was  not  a  con — but  a  very  con 
sciencious  organization.  That  all  he 
wished  to  know  was  what  was  wrong 
and  he  would  make  it  right.  He  seem 
ed  to  be  inclined  to  lay  the  blame  for 
short  hours  and  stopped-up  burners 
upon  the  lamp  lighters.  Now  we  most 
resj>eetfully  submit  that  it  is  the  duty 
of  the  Company  to  see  that  its  agents 
properly  perform  their  duties.  It  can 
make  no  possible  difference  to  the  citi¬ 
zens  of  Bloomfield  whose  fault  it  is, 
that  they  pay  for  light  and  do  not  get 
it,  so  long  as  the  interesting  fact  re¬ 
mains.  We  would  suggest  that  once 
every  two  or  three  weeks  some  supe¬ 
rior  agent  of  tlie  Gas  Company  make 
a  tour  of  inspection*  after  dark.  Cer¬ 
tain  it  is  that  if  the  Company  is  in 
earnest,  it  can  have  the  lamps  pro]>er- 
ly  burning  for  the  proper  number  of 
hours.  Is  it  in  earnest  ? 


Prohibition  Tactics. 

New  York  at  the  present  time  forma 
an  instructive  exhibition  of  the  tenden¬ 
cies  of  parties  with  relation  to  temper¬ 
ance.  In  1884,  a  numerically  small, 
yet,  in  the  close  balance  of  political 
parties,  an  important  element  made 
up  the  prohibition  party,  with  candi¬ 
dates  for  Municipal,  State,  and  Nation¬ 
al  officers.  The  net  result  of  the  vote 
was  the  election  of  the  Democratic 
Presidential  ticket.  As  a  protest  it 
was  effective.  Like  the  wild  fanati¬ 
cism  of  Peter  the  Hermit,  or  John 
Brown  it  challenged  attention  and  ex¬ 
cited  enthusiasm. 

Leaders  saw  the  need  of  meeting 
the  rising  demands  of  the  people  with 
practical  reform.  Measures  have  been 
framed  with  the  approval  of  earnest 
temperance  men  like  Dr.  Howard 
Crosby,  providing  for  high  license  in 
the  cities  of  New  York  and  Brooklyn 
— or  as  in  the  case  of  the  bill  introduc¬ 
ed  by  State-Senator  Vedder,  provid¬ 
ing  for  the  taxation  of  liquor-saloons, 
throughout  the  State.  V 

The  first  of  these  laws  was  introduc¬ 
ed  by  a  son  of  Dr.  Crosby,  and  passed 
both  houses  against  the  combined  op- 


I**ition  of  Democrats  and  Prohibition¬ 
ists,  only  to  be  vetoed  by  a  Demo¬ 
cratic  Governor. 

The  Vedder  bill  was  made  a  party 
measure  an  the  Senate,  and  is  likely  to 
receive  only  Republican  votes  in  the 
Assembly,  whan  it  will  go  to  tlie  Gov¬ 
ernor  for  his  approval  or  veto. 

We  notice  these  things  not  because 
they  are  unusual,  but  to  call  attention 
to  the  extremely  awkward  position  of 
a  third  party  man.  ^ 

He  is  truly  a  pitiable  object.  Mr. 
Gla*lstone  in  writing  of  third  parties, 
says: 

“  The  intermediate  position  is  essen¬ 
tially  a  false  position,  and  nothing  can 
long  disguise  its  falseness.  He  also 
characterizes  a  third  party  as  ‘(^pub¬ 
lic  nuisance.”  In  the  light  of  history, 
such  might  well  be  tlie  verdict  of  a 
coin petent  jury  upon  the  Prohibition 
party.  This  position  is  essentially 
false,  injurious  to  public  morals,  and 
an  offense  to  practical  men. 

No  reasonable  man  supjxises  that 
prohibition  is  a  possibility  in  New 
York,  Brooklyn,  Philadelphia,  or  Bos 
ton;  yet  Prohibitionists  would  have 
all  temperance  legislation  set  aside  un¬ 
til  their  quack  remedy  shall  be  tried. 
They  are  not  satisfied  with  moderate 
measures.  High  license  or  extreme 
taxation  finds  no  favUr  in  their  eyes. 
They  have  joined  with  rum  sellers  aud 
manufacturers  to  oppose  the  Crosby 
bill,  and  the  Vedder  bill,  while  giving 
their  political  support  to  the  Democra 
tic  party,  whoso  influence  is  upon  the 
side  of  the  Saloon. 

Yet  these  are  generally  good  men, 
though  misguided.  ^  Their  position  i& 
essentially  a  false  position,  and  noth 
ing  can  long  disguise  its  falseness.  As 
a  protest,  a  party  bolt  may  be  useful ; 
as  a  policy,  it  is  ruinous.  The  Prohi 
bitionist  who  fights  and  accepts  a  partial 
victory  is  reasonable.  He  who  fights 
and  carps  nothing  for  victory,  is  a  fan¬ 
atic.  He  cannot  long  lead,  or  coin, 
m  and  support. 

It  ;s  uot  too  much  to  say  that  tiling 
jug  temperance  men  ore  becoming 
disgusted  with  their  leaders.  There 
is  too  much  jxilitics  and  too  little  tern 
perance  in  their  work. 

If  we  are  ever  to  have  any  curtail, 
ment  of  the  saloon,  it  must  be  through 
some  such  bill  as  has  beep  enacted  in 
the  New  York  legislature.  Combined 
with  provisions  for  local  option  in 
towns  and  villages,  it  will  accomplish 
more  for  temperance  than  sweeping 
measures  of  prohibition.  These  must 
inevitably  fail  in  the  cities,  to  theneces 
sary  debauchmeut  of  tlie  people,  iuid 
enormous  loss  of  revenue  to  the  treas 
ury.  Meanwhile  lax  afid  inefficient 
laws  are  permitted  to  remain  upon  the 
Statute  books  because  extreme  tem¬ 
perance  men  block  the  way  to  some- 
tiling  better.  To  again  quote  Mr. 
Gladstone’s  words,  “  They  are  a  public 
nuisance.”

Cape  May  City  will  be  lighted  the  com¬ 
ing  season  by  fifty  eloctrie  lights,  at  a 
cost  of  about  $5,000.
